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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the. basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United 
States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under 
Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a)/(e) as being anticipated by Chauvel 
eta, US 6,226,291. 

Re claim 36, Chauvel et al discloses a method of processing a data stream 
having a plurality of packets (col. 1 , line 66 - col. 2, line 9, figs. 4-5), comprising the 
steps of: 

a) parsing said plurality of packets to determine a plurality of parsing result codes 
for each packet (col. 2, line 15-28); 

b) adding said plurality of parsing result codes to each packet (col. 2, line 26-28); 

c) creating an index table having said parsing result codes and a plurality of 
packet pointers indicating where said packets are located in a mass storage device (col. 
2, line 57-62, col. 7, line 26-53); 

d) storing said packets (col. 2, line 23-25); and 
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e) selecting one or more of said stored packets to send to a decoder using said 
index table, wherein said index table facilitates decoding said packets (col. 7, line 26- 
53). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 4-8, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4 and 6, "said plurality of fields" (line 3) has no antecedent basis. 
Correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 9-11, 12-35 are allowed. 

5. Claims 37-41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 4-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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With respect to independent claims 1,12, 23, the best prior art of record is 
Chauvel et al, US 6,226,291 , although Chauvel et al is particular relevant to the present 
invention as claimed, it fails to anticipate or render obvious the aspects of searching for 
a first plurality of codes in a portion of a selected packet, if said first plurality of codes 
are found in said portion, selecting a data payload of said selected packet, then 
scanning for a second plurality of codes in said data payload of said selected packet, if 
one of said second plurality of codes is found, determining one or more parsing result 
codes, and adding said parsing result codes to said selected packet as claimed. 

With respect to dependent claims 37-41 , they reflect similar aspects as 
summarized above.
